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Funding  for  refugee  programs 
remains  in  question  for  October 


Judge  convicts  former  Chinatown  banker

The  former  branch  manager  of  the  Provident 
Institution  for  Savings  in  Chinatown  will  be 
sentenced  on  July  14  at  the  U.S.  Federal  Court 
after  Judge  Rya  W.  Zobel  found  him  guilty  on 
two  counts  of  failing  to  file  currency  transaction 
reports  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

Larry  Wenhsien  Hsieh,  39,  of  Lexington, 
pleaded  nolo  contendere  in  an  agreement  with  the 
court,  which  translates  into  accepting  the  convic¬ 
tion  without  admitting  guilt  to  the  charges. 

Hsieh,  who  was  a  Chinatown  activist  in  the 
late  1970s  and  early  1980s,  was  found  guilty  for 
violating  Title  31  of  the  U.S.  Code,  which  re¬ 
quires  banks  and  their  employees  to  report  cur¬ 
rency  transactions  in  excess  of  $10,000  to  the 


IRS. 

The  misdemeanor  conviction  is  a  drastic 
reduction  fi'om  the  felony  charges  submitted  by  a 
federal  grand  jury  in  March.  At  that  time  the 
grand  jury  indict^  Hsieh  on  22  charges  of  fail¬ 
ing  to  file  currency  transaction  reports  and  one 
charge  of  making  false  statements  to  employees 
by  falsifying  a  phone  call  to  a  supervisor  about 
fUing  procedures. 

The  court  at  the  Post  Office  and  Courthouse 
Building  permitted  Hsieh  and  his  lawyers  to 
enter  a  motion  to  plea  nolo  on  June  12  despite  the 
federal  government’s  objections.  Under  such  a 
plea,  the  court  handed  down  the  the  convictions 
without  a  trial.

After  threatening  a  major  cut¬ 
back  in  funding  for  refugee  ser¬ 
vices,  the  federal  government 
has  apparently  changed  its  mind 
and  will  continue  providing 
money  for  case  management 
programs  until  the  end  of 
September,  said  Daniel  Lam, 
director  of  the  Massachusetts 
Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement. 

But  it  remains  to  be  seen  what 
will  happen  to  the  case  manage¬ 
ment  program  in  the  fall,  when 
the  federal  Refugee  Resettle¬ 
ment  Office  decides  the  MORR 
'budget  for  1987. 

The  threatened  cutbacks  in 
funding  raised  many  concerns 
among  workers  in  multi-services 
agencies,  which  are  contracted 
by  the  state  to  provide  refugee 
services.  It  was  the  view  of 
many  social  workers  that  their 
ability  to  help  refugees  achieve 
self-sufficiency  through  educa¬ 
tion  and  training  would  be 
seriously  eroded  without  case 
management. 

The  threat  came  after  a 
disagreement  between  the 
MORR  and  the  federal  govern¬ 


ment  on  whether  money  should 
be  spent  for  case  management. 
The  dispute  annoyed  some 
workers  in  social  service  agen¬ 
cies,  who  considered  the  propos¬ 
ed  budget  cut  hasty  and  abrupt. 

Last  month  some  of  the  two 
dozen  case  managers  across  the 
state  were  being  told  they  would 
not  have  jobs  on  July  1 ,  the  start 
of  the  fiscal  year’s  fourth 
quarter.  Now  they  will  be  able  to 
keep  their  jobs  after  this  about- 
face  decision,  but  their  positions 
could  still  be  jeopardized  in  Oc¬ 
tober. 


At  the  time  of  the  proposed 
budget  slash.  Executive  Director 
James  Aldrich  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Institute,  a  private  group 
which  assists  immigrants  and 
refugees,  had  said  “This  is  go¬ 
ing  to  cut  back  our  services. 
We’ll  be  seeing  some  reduction 
in  out  staff.’’ 

The  centerpiece  of  the  debate 
is  the  funding  allocated  for  case 
management,  the  role  some 
refugees  workers  play  in  super¬ 
vising  the  progress  of  refugees 
in  Refugee  Education  and

Kelly,  in  showdown  with 
City  of  Boston,  reopens  the 
debate  on  Huang ’s  arrest 


Over  a  year  has  passed 
since  the  ^y  the  somber, 
unassuming  immigrant  from 
China,  Long  Guang  Huang, 
57,  was  arrested  for  soliciting 
a  prostitute  on  Kneeland 
Street  and  was  struck  so  hard 
by  a  police  officer  that  his  eye 
was  swollen  shut. 

It  was  that  arrest  on  May  1, 
1985,  that  sparked  a  storm  of 
controversy  in  Chinatown 
and  in  City  Hall.  It  raised  a 
debate  about  police  brutality, 
racism,  and  the  Combat 
Zone. 

Huang  was  acquitted  in 
August  that  year  of  charges 
of  soliciting  sex  for  a  fee  and 
assault  and  battery  against  a 
police  officer.  But  the  chapter 
did  not  close  for  Huang  or  for 
Detective  Francis  G.  Kelly, 
the  arresting  officer. 

The  controversy  has  come 
to  life  again  and  should  re¬ 
main  active  for  many  months 
to  come  as  Kelly  waits  to  hear 
from  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission,  which  has  been  ask¬ 
ed  by  Kelly’s  lawyers  to 


minimize  or  drop  his  one- 
year  suspension  without  pay 
from  the  Boston  Police. 

It  all  started  in  the  mid- 
afternoon  on  May  1,  1985, 
while  Huang  was  walking  to 
Chinatown.  The  small,  tousl¬ 
ed  man  said  he  was  approach¬ 
ed  by  a  woman  on  the  street, 
who  turned  out  to  be  a  pro¬ 
stitute. 

But  Huang,  who  says  he 
speaks  no  English  and  had 
live  in  the  U.S.  for  only  one 
year  at  the  time,  did  not 
realize  who  she  was.  “I 
didn’t  speak  to  her  in  English 
nor  in  Chinese,’’  Huang  said 
through  an  interpreter  during 
testimony  at  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  “I  didn’t  speak 
to  her  at  all.” 

When  Detective  Kelly, 
who  recognized  the  pro¬ 
stitute,  spotted  the  pair  ap¬ 
parently  wandering  off  to  a 
private  meeting  place,  he 
double-parked  his  car  on 
Kneeland  Street  and  stopped

Fairness  can  only  be  gained  through  community  pressure

On  May  1,  1985,  Long  Guang 
Huang,  a  57-year  old  Chinese 
immigrant,  was  beaten  up  by 
plainclothes  Boston  Police  Of¬ 
ficer  Francis  Kelly  while  walk¬ 
ing  down  Kneeland  Street.  Kelly 
struck  Huang  while  arresting 
him.  He  claimed  Huang  resisted 
by  hitting  Kelly  many  times  on 
the  shoulder  and  that  he  hit 
Huang  once  in  order  to  subdue 
him. 

Many  witnesses,  however, 
were  appalled  by  such  a  beating. 
After  it  was  known  that  Kelly 
was  a  police  officer,  they  saw 
the  incident  as  an  extreme  case 
of  police  brutality. 

Many  community  people  felt 
the  injustice  and  imm^iately 
formed  a  committee  to  support 
Long  Guang  Huang.  They  held 
meetings  with  the  mayor  and 
police  commissioner  to  demand 
that  the  charges  against  Huang 
be  dropped  and  that  an  investiga¬ 
tion  begin  on  Kelly’s  conduct.

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Huang  was  acquitted  of  all 
crimminal  charges  on  August 
23,  1985,  but  Kelly  was  found 
guilty  at  an  internal  police  hear¬ 
ing  of  misconduct  in  use  of  ex¬ 
cessive  force  during  the  arrest 
and  in  falsifying  police  reports  at 
the  September  hearing.  As  a 
result,  Kelly  was  sentenced  to 
one-year  suspension  from  the 
Boston  Police  without  pay. 

One  year  after  the  incident, 
Kelly  is  appealing  his  sentence. 
A  Civil  Service  hearing  was  held 
this  June  for  Kelly’s  appeal. 
Kelly  was  found  guilty,  but  what 
remains  in  question  is  the  degree 
of  his  sentencing. 

An  examination  of  the  history 
of  police  brutality  in  Boston 
rev^s  that  the  ^ston  Police 
have  failed  to  be  accountable  to 
the  public.  The  fact  that  open 
hearings  are  not  automatically 
granted  to  the  public 
demonstrates  this.  This  opening 
hearing  was  significant  b^use 
it  forced  the  police  to  try  it  with 
seriousness.  A  police  officer  is 
entrusted  with  the  duty  to  protect 
the  people.  If  this  trust  is 
violated,  strict  discipline  should 
be  given.  With  this  history  of  ir¬ 
responsibility,  a  mechanism  or 
structure  made  up  of  civilians  to 
monitor  police  activities  is  the 
only  possible  way  to  ensure  that 
our  concerns  will  be  heard.

The  victim  of  this  particular 
irresponsible  act  is  Huang.  He 
suffered  physically,  emotionally 
and  financidly  from  the  beating. 
He  was  hospitalized  and  was  out 
of  work  for  several  days  while 
Kelly  suffered  no  pain  due  to  the 
alleged  16  blows  from  Huang 
and  was  working  and  receiving 
pay  until  his  sentencing  in 
September. 

Even  today  Huang  suffers 
from  dizziness.  He  is  still  being 
billed  the  medical  charges  which 
the  city  promised  to  pay,  but  has 
not.  Meanwhile  the  city  cannot 
agree  on  the  amount  of  compen¬ 
sation  for  Huang. 

In  addition,  Huang  had  to  go 
through  the  ordeal  of  being 
questioned  once  more  at  the 
Civil  Service  hearing  as  if  he 
were  guilty.  It  was  as  though  his 
acquittal  last  August  had  no 
weight.  Huang  should  not  have 
to  go  through  this  ordeal  to  pay 
for  Kelly’s  mistakes;  it  is 
Kelly’s  burden,  not  Huang’s. 

It  is  clear  through  the  Huang 


case  that  the  accountability  of 
the  city  to  the  public  is  not 
always  a  given;  people  have  to 
demand  it.  For  this  case,  it  took 
many  dedicated  community  sup¬ 
porters  to  keep  a  watch  on  the 
legal  system  to  see  that  justice 
was  upheld  for  the  innocent. 
Although  Huang  was  acquitted, 
the  case  is  still  not  yet  over,  for 
the  verdict  of  Kelly’s  appeal  will 
not  be  known  for  a  couple  of 
months.

At  the  Neighborhood  Council 


The  following  are  some  of  the 
key  issues  and  events  discussed 
by  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  at  its  monthly  meeting 
on  June  16. 

•  The  Neighborhood  Council 
has  tentatively  been  awarded  a 
$50,000  grant  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to 
hire  consultants  and  technical 
experts  to  study  the 
city’s  parcel-to-parcel  program, 
which  requires  developers  who 
build  on  public  land  downtown 
to  help  revitalize  depressed 
areas  in  the  city’s 
neighborhoods.  The  grant  would 
also  be  used  to  help  fund  a 
master  plan  survey  which  the 
council  will  sponsor  to  study 
physical  and  economic  changes 
in  Boston  and  their  impact  on 
Chinatown.  The  Housing  and 
Land  Development  Subcommit¬ 
tee  initally  requested  $60,0(30 
before  the  announcement  of  a 
$50,000  award.  The  pending 
grant  is  awaiting  final  approval 
from  the  BRA  board  of  direc¬ 
tors. 

•  A  formal  request  letter  will  be 
sent  to  the  BRA  asking  it  to 
modify  the  community  review 
process  of  the  city’s  parcel-to- 
parcel  plan.  Throughout  the 
plan,  impacted  communities 
such  as  Chinatown  will  play  a 
role  in  reviewing  the  selection  of 
developers.  They  will  also  offer 
advice  about  environmental  im¬ 
pact  studies  and  other  relevant 
documents  issued  by  the  BRA. 
The  council  approved  a  request 
to  extend  the  community  review 
time  from  30  to  60  days,  but  it 
reamins  to  be  seen  if  the  BRA 
will  agree  on  the  timetable. 

•  The  Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices  Subcommittee  of  the 
Council  formed  a  new  Job 
Training  Subcommittee  at  a 
meeting  on  June  23  as  part  of  a 
measure  to  identify  the  goals  of 
future  job  training  programs  in 
Chinatown.  In  the  next  few 
years,  it  is  believed  a  sizable 
amount  of  money  will  be  chan¬ 
neled  into  Chinatown  through 

j  linkage  programs.  With  the 
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money  pouring  in  for  job  train¬ 
ing,  this  new  subcommittee  will 
be  assessing  the  employment 
service  programs  in  Chinatown 
and  evaluate  what  type  of  new 
programs  should  be  created  to 
meet  the  city’s  changing 
economy. 

•  The  council  unanimously  ap¬ 
proved  a  resolution  to  incor¬ 
porate  the  neighborhood 
assembly.  Council  member 
Stephen  Yee  observed  that  the 
council  is  not  a  legal  entity,  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  eyes  of  the  city 
government.  “This  [the  incor¬ 
poration]  would  provide  us  with 
the  access  to  funds  which  will  be 
crucial  to  study  projects  like 
Parcel  18,’’  said  Francis  Chang. 
The  council’s  by-laws  were 
slightly  altered  for  incoporating 
the  organization.  It  is  now 
waiting  for  approval  from  the 
state  secretary’s  office. 

•  The  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services  is 
organizing  a  service  cabinet 


comprised  of  representatives  to 
the  council  from  various  city 
agencies.  The  cabinet  members 
will  be  formalized  as  needed 
when  the  council  makes  contact 
with  specific  departments. 
Superintendent  Joe  Canavan  will 
represent  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Detective 
Ronald  X.  Conway  will  speak 
for  Area  A  of  the  police  depart¬ 
ment. 

•  The  Public  and  Community 
Relations  Subcommittee  of  the 
council  is  working  to  organize  a 
community-wide  meeting  this 
summer  to  summarize  some  of 
the  major  issues  being  discussed 
by  the  council.  The  subcommit¬ 
tee  is  also  considering  opening  a 
booth  during  August  Moon 
Festival  celebrations  to  promote 
the  neighborhood  council. 

•  The  council  will  be  installing 
its  own  phone  system  with  an 
answering  machine  sometime 
soon.  The  phone  will  be  located 
at  the  council’s  mailing  address 
at  34  Oak  Street,  3rd  floor. 
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Celebrate  the  nation  s  birthday  with  a 
'estival  of  music!

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The  Boston  Police  Department  is 
spearheading  a  campaign  to  improve 
contacts  with  the  Asian  community  by 
recruiting  interpreters  who  will  help 
Asians  not  fluent  in  English  call  the 
police.  Under  the  program  DIAL, 
delegated  Interpretation  of  Asian 
languages,  the  police  will  appoint 
neighborhood  interpreters  who  live  in 
the  Asian  community  to  act  as  surrogate 
callers  for  Asians.  Each  household  will 
have  several  surrogate  callers  to  prevent 
reliance  on  only  one  caller  during 
emergencies.  DIAL  will  be  coordinated 
by  the  Community  Disorders  Unit. 

In  other  police  news,  Asians  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  call  the  Boston  Police  Tip 
Line  for  Asians  who  wish  to  report  crim- 
minal  aaivity  in  their  neighborhoods. 
The  Tip  Line  (247-4587)  is  a  24-hour 
recording  for  taking  information  only 
and  not  for  reporting  emergencies. 
Callers  may  remain  anonymous  and 
leave  messages  in  Cantonese,  Mandarin, 
and  Toisanese.  Police  are  currently 
working  on  putting  together  a  similar  tip 
line  for  Cambodian,  Laotian,  and  Viet¬ 
namese  speakers.

The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transit 
Authority  has  launched  the  first  steps  to 
converting  the  ramshackle,  dilapidated 
Elssex  subway  station  on  the  Orange  Line 
into  a  modem  and  upgraded  station. 
When  construction  is  completed,  Essex 
station  will  be  linked  with  the  new 
Orange  Line  (Southwest  Corridor).  Not 
only  will  Essex  undergo  many  physical 
chMges,  its  name  will  be  transformed. 
The  station  will  bear  a  sign  reading 
“Chinatown”  when  constraction  is 
completed.  The  MBTA  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  last  year  approved  the  name  change. 
But  Essex  will  still  keep  its  age-old  title 
as  a  secondary  name.  In  May  the  MBTA 
held  a  groundbreaking  ceremony  to  start 
construction  on  the  tattered  station.  Now 
concrete  blocks,  which  are  tying  up  traf¬ 
fic  on  Washington  Street,  indicate  con¬ 
struction  is  close  at  hand.  The  decision  to 
change  the  station’s  name  sparked  some 
debate  last  year  between  those  who  saw 
the  name  change  as  a  way  to  assert 
Chinatown’s  imminent  take-over  of  the 


Combat  Zone  area  and  others  who  felt 
the  Zone  did  not  reflect  Chinatown  and 
should  not  bear  the  name  at  the  station. 

***• 

Scott  S.  Arsenault,  24,  was  found 
guilty  on  June  19  at  the  Middlesex  Coun¬ 
ty  Courthouse  of  involuntary 
manslaughter  for  the  beating  death  of 
Camodian  immigrant  Bun  Vong.  The 
case  was  Arsenault’s  second  trial,  since 
the  first  resulted  in  a  jury  deadlock 
declaring  a  mistrial  on  manslaughter 
charges.  Arsenault  was,  however,  found 
guilty  for  assault  and  battery  at  the  first 
trial  on  May  1 .  Arsenault  was  sentenced 
to  7  to  10  years  at  the  Massachusetts 
Correctional  Institute  at  Cedar  Junction 
by  Judge  Sandra  Hamlin.  He  is  cur¬ 
rently  serving  a  six  month  sentence  for 
the  prior  assault  and  battery  conviction. 
The  trial  wound  up  a  long  case  which 
drew  interest  from  Chinatown  and  the 
Cambodian  community  because 
Arsenault  assaulted  a  Cambodian  im¬ 
migrant  during  a  late-night  traffic 
dispute,  which  was  seen  by  some  as  a 
racial  incident.

The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  will  hold  the 
17th  annual  August  Moon  Festival  on 
August  24  this  year.  The  CCBA  is 
organizing  a  host  of  activities,  which  in¬ 
clude  Chinese  arts,  dancing,  martial 
arts,  and  culinary  delights.  Because  the 
August  Moon  Festival  is  one  of  the  most 
important  Chinese  cultural  events,  the 
theme  of  this  year’s  celebration  will  be 
the  promotion  of  Chinese  culture.

Professor  Betty  Lee  Sung,  who 
spoke  to  the  National  Association  for 
Young  Asian  Professionals  at  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  Public  Library  in  Central  Square 
last  month,  has  discovered  some  in¬ 
teresting  trends  in  her  studies  of  (Chinese 
and  intermarriage.  Sung,  who  teaches 
Asian  studies  at  New  York  City  Col¬ 
lege,  found  that  one  out  of  three 
American-born  Chinese  marries  a  non- 
Chinese,  whereas  only  one  in  10  Chinese 
bom  in  China,  Taiwan,  and  Hong  Kong 


marry  non-Chinese.  Sung  also  found  that 
persons  age  30  to  44  were  more  likely  to 
intermarry  than  those  age  15  to  29  and 
age  45  and  above.  When  Chinese 
females  intermarry,  she  found,  they  are 
likely  to  marry  professionals,  compared 
with  eZhinese  males,  who  demonstrated 
no  occupational  preference  in  their 
spouses.

Fund  raisers  are  reaching  their  goal 
of  generating  nearly  $55,000  in  dona¬ 
tions  to  fund  the  making  of  a  one-hour 
documentary  on  Chinese  immigration. 
But  the  Chinese  Historical  Society  of 
America  of  San  Francisco  is  still  $8,0(X) 
away  of  reaching  the  $55,000  mark. 
Once  they  reach  that  goal,  they  are  eligi¬ 
ble  to  receive  a  $55, (XX)  challenge  grant 
from  the  San  Francisco  Foundation. 
The  documentary  titled  “Carved  in 
Silence,”  which  is  being  filmed  now, 
focuses  on  the  experiences  of  Chinese 
immigrants  detained  at  Angel  Island 
Immigration  Station  outside  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  as  a  result  of  the  Chinese  Exclu¬ 
sion  Law.

Social  worker  Lay-lee  Ong  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Chinese  Golden  Age 
Center  in  Brighton  has  been  awarded  a 
full  scholarship  to  the  Florence  Heller 
School  in  Advanced  Studies  in  Social 
Welfare  at  Brandels  University  in 
Waltham.  Ong  of  Cambridge,  who  is  a 
gerontologist,  will  be  working  for  a  doc¬ 
toral  degree  in  gerontology.

A  bill  prohibiting  defacement  of 
public  and  private  buildings  has  passed 
the  City  Council  and  received  the  en¬ 
dorsement  of  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn. 
The  new  legislation  will  make  it  illegal 
to  paint,  mark,  or  scrawl  on  a  building, 
unless  permitted  by  the  owner.

Hsieh  was  found  guilty  for  not 
reporting  $148,646  to  the  IRS 
between  Sept.  1982  and  May 
1984  while  branch  manager  of 
the  Provident  Institution  on 
Kneeland  Street.  The  original 
grand  jury  indictment  charged 
Hsieh  for  failing  to  report 
$397,000  to  the  IRS.  All  of  the 
transactions  involved  clients 
with  Asian  names. 

The  conviction  comes  m  the 
wake  of  convictions  against 
other  banks  in  the  Boston  area 
for  violating  Title  31 ,  which  was 
passed  for  tax  purposes  and  for 
keeping  watch  on  possible  crim- 
minal  activity.

The  Provident  Institution  for 
Savings  was  found  guilty  last 
year  for  not  filing  currency 
reports  with  the  IRS,  as  well  as 
one  of  its  bank  tellers  at  its 
North  End  branch,  who  failed  to 
file  transactions  involving 
mobster  Genaro  J.  Angiulo. 


Under  that  conviction,  the 
bank  was  slapped  with  a 
$100,000  fine,  and  the  bank 
teller,  Johaima  Coppolla,  paid  a 
$1,000  fine. 

The  Bank  of  Boston  was  the 
first  area  bank  to  be  exposed  by 
a  sweeping  investigation  of  the 
IRS  and  the  New  England 
Organized  Crime  Task  Force.

the  first  financial  company 
which  faced  charges  against  the 
bank  and  individual  employees. 

Lawyer  Thomas  Peisch  said  in 
a  written  statement  that  Hsieh 
fell  victim  to  an  industry-wide 
failure  to  comply  with  Title  31. 

Peisch  said  during  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  court  that  there 
was  no  evidence  that  Hsieh  per¬ 
sonally  benefitted  by  not  repor¬ 
ting  the  money  transactions, 
which  mostly  included  large 
deposits. 


A  father  of  two,  Hsieh  im¬ 
migrated  to  New  York  from 
Taiwan  in  1972.  He  moved  to 
Boston  in  1978  and  immediately 
became  active  in  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity.  He  served  as  the 
Chinese  American  Civic 
Association’s  director  of  its 
Adult  Education  Center.  He  also 
sat  on  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council.

Employment  Program,  which 
provides  English  as  a  second 
language  instruction  and  career 
'  counseling  and  job-hunting  tips. 

Case  managers  often  act  as 
consultants,  assessing  the  needs 
of  refugees  and  advising  them 
about  the  services  of  REEP. 

But  case  managers  often  do 
more.  One  might  help  a  refugee 
who  speaks  no  English  find  child 
care  services,  for  example,  so  he 
may  attend  ESL  classes.  Such  a 
service  would  not  be  accessible 
through  the  Welfare  Office. 

“It’s  the  federal  government’s 
goal  to  get  refugees  off  of 
dollars  and  cents  [welfare]  as 
soon  as  possible,’’  said  Joanne 
Chin,  REEP  program  coor¬ 
dinator  for  Action  for  Com¬ 
munity  Control,  an  antipoverty 
agency.  “But  the  state  is  trying 
to  get  refugees  good  jobs  —  not 
just  any  job  with  low  wages. . .  . 
We  try  to  get  them  in  jobs  where 
they  can  really  move  on.’’ 

Chin  calls  the  dispute  a 
“philosophical  difference”  bet¬ 
ween  the  state  and  the  federal 
government.

in  REEP,  but  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  which  wants  to  see 
refugees  become  less  dependent 
on  welfare  and  make  strides 
toward  economic  stability,  says 
case  management  does  not  seem 
to  be  moving  refugees  out  of 
welfare  lines  fast  enough. 

That  is  why  the  federal 
Refugee  Resettlement  office, 
which  approves  case  manage¬ 
ment  funding  on  a  quarterly 
basis,  told  the  MORR  that  case

management  money  would  be 
cut  for  the  fourth  quarter  (July  1 
to  September  30). 

Now  that  case  managers  have 
a  secure  spot  for  the  duration  of 
the  summer,  social  workers  are 
asking  about  their  status  in  the 
fall.  “What  happens  in 
September  depends  on  how  our 
dialogue  with  the  federal 


government  looks  like,”  Lam 
said. 

“It’s  my  belief  and  confidence 
there’ll  be  some  form  of  case 
management  in  October,”  he 
added.  “Those  functions  are  ab¬ 
solutely  necessary  to  keep 
refugee  resettlement  programs 
going.” 

The  MORR,  in  the  meantune, 
will  be  looking  for  alternate 
sources  of  funding  for  case 
management,  said  Lam,  in  the 
event  it  is  not  approved  for  the 
1987  budget  beginning  October 
1.  “Massachusetts  has  had  a 
lengthy,  historical  conflict  with 
the  federal  government,”  Lam 
noted. 

“There’s  no  disagreement 
Detween  the  state  and  feds  over 
our  goals,”  said  Edward  Crotty, 
a  program  director  at  MORR. 
“But  there’s  disagreement  over 
how  to  get  there.” 

“We  want  to  continue  a  ser¬ 
vice  that  we  regard  an  essential 
social  service  for  refugees,” 
Crotty  said.  “Without  case 
management  in  the  October,  this 
will  throw  the  whole  refugee 
program  into  disarray.”

Problems  persist  after  minor  fire 


Nearly  one  week  after  an 
early-morning  fire  caused  minor 
damage  to  a  six-story  building 
on  Beach  Street,  occupants  said 
they  continued  to  be  plagued  by 
other  problems  related  to  the 
June  12  blaze. 

Faulty  sprinklers  damaged  by 
the  fire  went  off  in  the  middle  of 
the  day  on  June  16,  flooding  the 
building  in  a  deluge  of  water. 
The  structure  at  25-29  Beach 
Street,  home  to  several  major 
Chinatown  organizations,  had 
already  been  water-soaked  by 
the  sprinklers  that  went  off  dur¬ 
ing  the  fire  the  week  before. 

At  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  plaster  from  the 
drenched  ceiling  fell  down,  not 
long  after  a  small  couch  and  a 
bulletin  board  were  water- 
damaged  by  the  sprinklers  the 
day  of  the  fire. 

Administrative  Director  Julian 
Low  of  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  on  the  third 
floor  estimated  that  his  office  in¬ 
curred  $1-  to  2,000  in  damages. 
Firefighters  broke  down  the 
AARW  door  while  inspecting 
the  building,  and  some  files  and 
periodicals  were  water-damaged 
the  same  day. 

Investigators  say  a  short  cir¬ 
cuit  started  the  fire  which  began 


around  4:30  a.m.  near  the 
stairwell  on  the  fifth  floor,  site 
of  the  martial  arts  studio  for  the 
Kung  Jing  Club. 

Eight  pieces  of  apparatus  were 
used,  said  William  Murphy,  a 
Fire  Department  spokesman,  to 
control  the  one-alarm  fire. 
Deputy  Chief  Gerald  Hart  and 
District  Fire  Chief  James 
Coscrove  led  the  firefighting 
crew,  which  took  45  minutes  to 
extinguish  the  blaze. 

Murphy  said  damages  to  the 
building  were  estimted  to  be 
$20,000,  although  this  could  not 
be  confirmed  by  one  of  the 
owners  of  the  building,  Benny 
Chu,  who  operates  the  Royal 
Palace  Restaurant  on  the  first 
floor. 

The  Royal  Palace  was  forced 
to  close  for  five  days  after  the 
fire  because  of  water  damage. 

Occupants  of  the  building 
have  complained  about  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  water  damage  there. 
Julian  Low  said  that  sprinklers 
went  off  in  the  winter  because 
they  were  frozen  by  the  chilly 
air  coming  through  the  unlocked 
entrance,  and  Benny  Chu  said 
that  homeless  people  somehow 
caused  a  small  fire  on  another 
occasion,  activating  the 
sprinklers.

Arrest  still  causes  tension

prostitute  Audrey  Manns  on  the 
sidewalk,  he  said  last  month  at 
the  commission.  Manns,  Kelly 
said,  revealed  she  had  a  $30  sex- 
for-sale  agreement  with  Huang. 

Kelly  placed  Manns  under  ar¬ 
rest,  while  Huang  continued 
down  the  sidewalk.  Huang  says 
he  still  did  not  know  Manns  was 
a  prostitute  at  this  point  and  was 
unaware  Kelly  was  a  police  of¬ 
ficer,  who  was  dressed  in 
plainclothes. 

When  Kelly  tried  to  arrest 
Huang,  the  small,  elderly  man 
resisted.  It  is  clear  Huang  at¬ 
tempted  to  break  from  Kelly’s 
grasp.  During  testimony  the 
detective  said  he  show^  his 
police  badge  three  times  to  in¬ 
dicate  he  was  arresting  Huang, 
but  Huang  said  he  still  did  not 
know  Kelly  was  a  police  officer. 

Huang  continued  resisting  and 
even  ran  down  Monsignor  Shea 
Street  to  flee,  Kelly  said.  The

detective  contended  he  struck 
Huang  who  was  panicking  once 
in  the  face.  “I  used  just  enough 
force  and  only  just  enough  force 
to  effect  that  arrest,”  Kelly  said. 

Despite  what  Huang,  the 
police,  and  medical  officials 
say,  Kelly  remarked,  “I  can’t 
remember  striking  Huang  more 
than  once.” 

The  scene  on  the  Kneeland 
Street  sidewalk  drew  a  crowd. 
Some  of  the  witnesses  were 
stunned  by  Kelly’s  aggression. 
Others  simply  took  it  as  a  or¬ 
dinary  arrest.  During  Kelly’s  ap¬ 
peal  at  the  John  W.  McCormack 
state  building,  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  heard  testimony 
from  witnesses  from  both  sides, 
who  painted  markedly  different 
pictures  of  what  took  place  that 
afternoon. 

Little  did  Kelly  know  Huang’s 
arrest  would  cause  such  a  flap. 
The  media  jumped  in,  and 
Huang’s  swollen,  bloodied  face 
made  the  headlines  and  the 
nightly  news.  A  concerned 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  took 
Huang  to  the  hospital  the  even¬ 
ing  after  Huang  was  arrested. 

Leaders  in  Chinatown  were 
outraged  and  created  an  ad  hoc 
committee  to  help  Huang.  Head¬ 
ed  by  activists  Suzanne  Lee  and 
David  Wong,  the  committee 
organized  protests  and  establish¬ 
ed  a  trust  fund  to  help  Huang.
